THE IXCOXSISTBXCY OF THE 
GREAT BOY O BATOR. 



In his latest letter of acceptance the 
Orator expresses the opinion that "to 
empower National Banks to issue circti-' 
luting notes is to grant a valuable privi- 
lege to a favored class, surrender to pri- 
vate corporations the control over the 
volurxe of paper money and build np a 
class which will claim a vested interest 
in the Nation's financial policy." Tha , 
bulk of this same leiter it devoted to the 
free coinage of silver. Tha Orator de- 
mands free and unlimited coinage at tha 
ratio of 16 to 1, which means that the 
Government will coin free of charge all 
the silver bullion brought to the Mints. 
Who arc the silver bullion ownere? They 
are the silver producers, the holder* of 
etock iu tilver mines. Much of the stock 
in the silver minee in America it in Brit- 
ish bands: nearly three-fourths of the 
stock of the silver mines of the world it 
held by British capitalLts. Under 
free coinage in the United States, thete 
owners of bullion in any and all of the 
mines' of the world could bring their 
product to our Mints and have it coined 
into United States dollars, receiving a 
dollar piece for every 412 r graint of til- 
ver, now worth in the market 52 cents. 
A free coinage law would be distinctly 
an act in the interest of the mine owner. 
Nobody elte could go to the Government 
and get tilver doll are. Thete dollars 
would go only to the men who brought 
the bullion to the Mint. The Government 
would have no control whatever over 
the coined silver. It would be the prop- 
erty of the silver producers. The Gov- 
ernment could not get any of the ailve'r 
dollars except through I he custom bouses 
or internal revenue taxes or by telling 
something to mine owners, who would 
be "the favored class," having absolute 
control over the volume of tilver money 
and a "vested interest in the Natlon't 



The Orator, in denouncing the Na- 
tional Bank system on the ground that It 
grants a special privilege to a favored . 
class, and advocating the free coinage pf 
tilver in the Interett af "the toiling 
mattes," when obviously the tilver pro- 
ducers would be specially favored by 
such legislation, not only getting their 
product coined at public expense, but it 
leaving a monopoly of the money supply 
the country, affordt an example of 
consistency seldom witnessed in an ' 
earthly age.

shall, under nob regulations at he might 
prescribe, redeem the Treasury note* is- 
sued In the purchase of silver bullion, Id 
gold or diver cola at his discretion, de- 
clares that it Is the established policy or 
the United Stales to maintain the two 
metals on a parity with each other on the 
present legal ratio or such ratio as may 
be provided by law. 
The act or November 1st again de 
ares it to be the policy of the United 
States to continue the use of both gold 
and silver as standard* money, and to coin 
both gold and silver into money of equal 
Intrinsic exchangeable value; such equal- 
ity to be secured by international agree- 
ment or by such safeguards of legisla- 
tion as will insure tbe maintenance of 
the parity value of coins of the two met- 
als, and the equal power of every dollar 
at all times in the markets and in pay- 
ment or debts. 

With the knowledge of these assu- 
rances the people have received these 
coins, have relied confidently on (he good 
faith of their Government.

It Shows That 40,374 New Ones 
Were Added During the Year. 



Washington, Sept 22.— Commission- 
er of Pensions Dominic has submitted 
to the secretary of the interior his an- 
nual report on the operations of th« 
pension bureau for the fiscal year 
ended June 31, 1898, showing that 40.- 
1174 new pensioners were added. MM 
restored who had been previously drop- 
ped, making a total of 44.J47; Ifaa 
losses for various reasons aggregating 
44,093. The whole number o: pension- 
ers on the rolls June 30, 1*90, was 970.- 
678. The commissioner states that it 
may now be safely assumed that the 
roll from this time on will show a 
steady diminution unless cougress 
should enact still moro liberal provis- 
ions. The rate of mortality of pen- 
sioners, particularly those who served 
through the war of the rebellion, is 
rapidly increasing. 

Disallowances of pensions during 
the year amounted to 97,2S0, most of 
whom being applications for increases.
